An 
old 
fam iliar 
ornam ental 
vine, also in use in the South as 
a hay and 
pasture 
crop 
since 
early in the 
tw entieth 
century, 
has been put to work by the Soil 
Conservation Service of the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture. 
The vine is kudzu, more 
com ­ 
monly 
know n 
throughout 
the 
Southeastern 
States 
as 
“porch 
vine.” Soil conservationists found 
here ready m ade a lush vine that 
produces a rapid, d c n ’e 
growth 
to anchor the top soil to southern 
farm lands. 
They needed a plant 
that would “pay its 
own 
way,” 
contributing 
som ething 
to 
the 
farming crop and also helping re ­ 
build soils impoverished by ero­ 
sion. 
Kudzu 
meets 
these 
require­ 
ments. 
In the Southeast it grows 
under almost any 
condition, 
on 
rich land or 
poor 
land. 
Under 
favorite conditions the vine often 
sends out runners 60 to 
70 
feet 
long in a 
single 
scuson. 
They 
take root every few feet at 
the 
nodes, literally “roping dow n” the 
soil. 
As a legume, kudzu restores 
nitrogen to the soil, and for some 
time has been known as an e x ­ 
cellent forage crop.

—what do you want in an animal 
picture? 
You may prefer to snap a kitten 
as it plays with a string or a dog 
wrestling with a stick. 
Domestic animals, of course, offer, 
few real camera difficulties, for you 
can get them to come where the 
light is right. Open shade, on a 
bright day, will be found best. As 
for shutter speed (if your camera 


has variable speeds), you’ll need 
l/25th of a second or f ster, * 
catch fleeting poses and expressions. 
Unless the light is exceptional, bet­ 
ter work with the lens wide open. 
To snap less controllable animals 
—squirrels, birds, and such—you’ll 
need greater patience and cunning. 
Much depends on background and 
on your distance from the subject. 
At more than ten feet, for example, 
a squirrel becomes almost invislbl • 
UNLESS it is sharply revealed on a 
branch, with the sky for back­ 
ground.

system is completed. 
The soil erosion control

tem should be designed now for 
fields to be terraced next year so 
the outlet, an important part of a 
terrace system, can be establish­ 
ed this fall and ready to function 
when the terraces are constructed 
explained F. B. Ventch, Jr., Coun­ 
ty agent, 
when 
discussing 
soil 
conservation measures with farm 


lenders in the county. Well-estab­ 
lished vegetated outlets are 
ef­ 
ficient in most cases and relative­ 
ly inexpensive as 
compared 
to 
terrace outlets established entirely 
by permanent structures. A dense 
sod must be 
established 
before 
terrace water Is turned into such 
an outlet to prevent serious gully­ 
ing, not only down the outlet but 
also back along the terrace chan­ 
nel. 
Mr. Veatch says he will be glad 
to plan outlet designs for inter­ 


ested 
persons, 
providing 
they 
furnish him 
information 
giving 
the drainage area, the degree of 
slope of the outlet, the soil type, 
and the average productivity of 
the land. 
Only in cases here it 
is possitile to use on 
emergency 
outlet 
without 
serious 
danger 
should 
terraces 
be constructed 
before 
the outlet is in 
a satis­ 
factory condition 
to carry terrace 
water. 
This means 
that it 
is 
highly desirable, if not essential, 
to prepare and seed 
outlets 
at 
least one year before terrace con­ 
struction. 
After determining the location 
and design, the outlet should 
be 
leveled and beams put up on each 


side. Liberal soil treatment should 
be applied in all cases, as the out­ 
let is such an important part of a 
terrace system that every precau­ 
tion should be taken 
to 
insure

rate of one-fourth load reinforced 
with six to eight pounds 
of 20 
per cent superphosphate to each 
1000 square feet or ten pounds of 
4-16-4 should be applied
